The  twofold  purpose  of  B.C.'s  new  Safety-Responsibility  l^w  is  to  reduce  the  toll 
of  death  and  damage  on  B.C.  highways  and  to  give  a greater  measure  of  protection 
to,all  motorists  and  pedestrians. 

On  or  after  March  1st,  the  automobile  of  any  motorist  involved  in  an  accident 
resulting  in  death,  personal  injury  or  property  damage  apparently  exceeding  $25 
will  be  impounded  and  his  driver's  license  susp>ended  unless  he  can  produce  to 
the  authorities  one  of  the  cards  reproduced  on  this  page. 

Possession  of  either  of  these  cards  is  proof  of  the  motorist's  financial  responsibility 
— his  ability  to  pay  for  the  injury  or  damage  he  does  others. 

Here  is  what  these  cards  will  mean  to  you: 

As  a motorist  involved  in  an  accident,  possession  of  a card  will  permit 
continued  driving  privileges  except  in  the  case  of  certain  infractions  of  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Act. 

As  the  victim  of  a motorist  possessing  a card,  assurance  is  given  that  claims 
allowed  by  the  Courts  as  redress  will  be  paid  at  least  up  to  an  amount  of 
$5,000  for  bodily  injury  or  death  of  any  one  person  and  $10,000  for  bodily 
injury  or  death  of  more  than  one  person  in  one  accident,  and  $1,000  for 
damage  to  property.
